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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

In accordance with a telephone conversation on February 12, 
2004 with Mr. Stepno for the applicant, the following changes 
were agreed upon to place the case in condition for allowance. 

The phrase — the group consisting of — has been inserted 
after "from" at the following locations. 
Claim 1, lines 5, 11 and 14; 
claim 2, line 2; 
claim 3, line 1. 

In claim 9, line 1, after "from" the word --the — has been 

inserted. 

In claim 12, line 1, "product" has been deleted and the 
phrase — hydrogen peroxide — has been substituted therefor. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Beckman et al. (U.S. Patent 6,342,196) discloses a method 
for synthesizing hydrogen peroxide comprising the steps of 
synthesizing an analog of anthraquinone that is miscible or 
soluble in carbon dioxide, reacting the analog of anthraquinone 
with hydrogen and carbon dioxide to produce a corresponding 
analog of tetrahydroquinone, and reacting the analog of 
tetrahydroquinone with oxygen to produce the hydrogen peroxide 
and regenerate the analog of anthraquinone. (See the Abstract 
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and column 2, line 7 - column 7, line 20.) However there is no 
teaching, disclosure or suggestion in Beckman et al. to prepare 
hydrogen peroxide by hydrogenating the quinoxalinones as recited 
in applicant's claim 1 in the presence of a palladium catalyst 
and contacting the resulting tetrahydroquinoxalinones with 
molecular oxygen, air or a mixture thereof in a biphasic system 
selected from the group consisting of ethylacetate-water and 
chloroform-water systems to obtain the hydrogen peroxide, as 
required by applicant's claims. Nor would there be any 
motivation from the prior art to do so.
